A correspondent of a pessimistic turn of mind, and who 
believes himself a prophet, has condensed his view of com- 
binations, in this epic: 

Trust ? 
Bust ! 


Exports of merchandise from the United States to China 
in the fiscal year about to end will be larger than those of 
any preceding year in our history. A decade ago the ex- 
ports to China were less than three million dollars, and to 
China and Hongkong combined were a little over six mil- 
lion dollars. In the fiscal year 1899 our exports to China 
will be more than thirteen million dollars, and to Hong- 
kong more than six million dollars, making a total to 
China and Hongkong of over twenty million dollars, or 
more than three times as much as that of a decade earlier. 


A Harlem Hardwareman relates this story: We have up 
at my house, a domestic who was foreign only a short time 
ago, having come fresh from the isle of emerald freshness. 
She had never been to a theatre in her life, until her sister 
gave her a treat of that character, some evenings ago. 
At half past eight she came into the house, white as a 
ghost, and breathless with running. My wife said to her, 
‘Why, Katy, what is the matter?” ‘Shure, mum, ‘tis 
the devil’s own place! No sooner was we seated, when 
out went the lights, and a whole half of the house slid up 
to the heavens. I didn’t stay to see how many was killed, 
mum!” 


The American axe is always heard ringing in the forests 
of Paraguay. The hardwoods that are there grown re- 
quire steel of a first class order, and of course they must 
come to this country for it. They use no fuel in that 
country except wood and charcoal, and every household 
must therefore have itsown axe. The lower grade axes 
come from England, while Germany, which as yet has no 
foothold in that market, is busy sending samples. Double 
axes are not used, nor are hatchets, as the ever-ready 
machete is used for lopping branches, and small work of 
that character. 


The young man who crawled through the window of a 
New York barber shop, and when caught told the judge 
that he was introducing a patent automatic gas curner, 
and took that method of calling attention to it and himself, 
iound that he’ had attained more publicity than he had bar- 
gained for. The barber went at him with a razor; the 
policeman prodded him with aclub; the judge gave him 
sixty days on the island. Although the newspapers all 
advertised his burner by printing a full account of his ad- 
venture, the probability is that his long residence over the 
river may cause the fickle public to forget all about his 
patent burner and himself. 


No matter what else may fail between seed time and har- 
vest, there is never a lack of opportunities for men who 
have blood in their veins, and eyes with which to scan the 
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horizon. This may sound trite, and contain an echo of ser- 
monizing upon an old text, but if a thing is worth saying, 
it is worth repeating so long as there may be an audience 
to listen. There isn’t a day that passes, in which some 
man has not struck out in a new direction, and made a 
record or a fortune for himself. All that one needs is 
brains, industry, an eye with which to see, a hand with 
which to work, and a foot with which to kick, if necessary. 
Of course luck has something to do with it, but luck and 
work keep pretty steady company. 


Representatives of the gentler sex have been attending 
a national suffrage convention, in Grand Rapids, Mich., and 
an afternoon off was taken, for the purpose of visiting the 
works of the Bissell Carpet Sweeper Co. The ladies were 
not so far out of the beaten track of domestic life, as to 
render them insensible to the allurements of a place that 
has done so much to ease the labor of housekeeping; and 
they were all the more interested in the works because the 
president and activ: manager of the company is a woman. 
Each delegate went away happy in the possession of a val- 
ued souvenir, in the shape of a toy sweeper, complete in 
every respect, made of the finest material, and appropri- 
ately inscribed. in honor of the convention. That’s the 
way the Bissell people do things—no half-way measures. 


The giue trust went through, because the members stuck 
together. The leather trust put its whole sole into the 
matter, and succeeded. The rubber men stretched a point 
and made an agreement. The wheel trust went spinning 
on to success. The yeast trust was followed by a rise in 
prices. The milk trust took the cream of the business. The 
screw men wormed their way together. The ice trust froze 
the outsiders. The gas trust inflated things to great propor- 
tions The starch trust stiffened prices. The paint trust 
painted things red. The oyster trust proved to be no shell 
game. The elevator trust sent things up and down ina 
lively manner. The wringer trust put a squeeze on the 
little fellows. The saw trust ripped things open. The 
salt trust was far from fresh. The crockery trust smashed 
prices. The fertilizer trust caused a stir in the neighbor- 
hood. And the window glass trust let in the light on many 
dark things. 


The opening of the wheeling season gives especial inter- 
est to some figures just prepared by the Treasury Bureau 
of Statistics. These tables, which present the statistics of 
bicycle exports during the past few years, show that 
American wheels are now being ridden in all parts of the 
world. In the wilds of Mexico and Central America, under 
the blazing skies of Cuba, Porto Rico, and other West 
Indian islands; across the pampas of Argentine, Brazil,and 
other South American States; amid densely populated 
areas of China, British East Indies, and Japan, and in the 
jungles of Africa, the American wheel is making its way. 
Even in the great manufacturing countries of Europe, 
where workshops and skilled workmen abound, millions of 
dollars’ worth of American bicycles are sold each year. 
During the four fiscal years 1896, 1897, 1898, and 1899, the 
exportations of American bicycles amount in round num- 
bers to twenty million dollars, 
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Advertising as a Fine Art. 


Among the commendations which have been be- 
stowed on the Hardware Jobbers’ number of //ard- 
ware, of April 10, 1899, a number have been especially 
emphatic concerning the artistic character of the ad- 
vertisements displayed therein. 


This has been all the more gratifying to the editors 


and publishers of //ardware, as one of the things had 
‘ especially in mind in the preparation of that issue,was 
to demonstrate the fact that as much real art can be 
shown in the writing, the setting up and the printing 
of a Hardware advertisement, as is possible in any 
other line of trade—those departments of manufacture 
which are presumed to lend themselves more readily 
to the demands of art, not being excepted. 

No man who knows the difference between a rose- 
bud and a chunk of wet plaster, can run through the 
pages of that special number without being impressed 
by the fact that a high artistic sense has been shown 
in the advertising display. This includes all the feat- 
ures required—the pen of the man who wrote the card, 
the type selected by the compositor who set it up, and 
the skill of the pressman who made ready the form and 
saw that it was printed properly. Nor can any man 
run through these 196 pages without going over them 
again and again, and finding new beauties and new 
features of interest with each quest. It may be said 
in passing, that a great improvement has been shown 
in recent years in the preparation of advertising mat- 
ter. The manufacturer has been educated into the 
understanding that it is not wise to turn the prepara- 
tion of his trade journal cards over to the office boy 
and the porter, and has come to the realization that 
a cut prepared with a maul or a pickaxe is not suffi- 
cient to fulfil the requirements of modern advertising 
art. There has been a long step forward taken in this 
department of the advertising business—for which let 
us all give hearty thanks. 

‘There is a mighty big difference between mere pret- 
ty advertising and good advertising. A card may be 
as neat and dainty as Cinderella’s slipper, with poetry 
and sweet violets suggested in every line, and yet pos- 
sess not one particle of fetching power—with not a hint 
of persuasiveness from the first line to the last. The 
reader may look at it, and take no impress from any of 
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its features. On the other hand, some plain and every- 
day statement may be made with such direct sledge- 
hammer force that it will remain in the memory, and 
bear results of a long-continued and permanent char- 
acter. The ad. that does the work is the one that hits 
the solar plexus of the man who buys goods. 

Returning to our text, we feel fully warranted in 
the statement that there never was a series of adver- 
tisements put together in which high art and business 
effectiveness were united in a higher degree than in 
the many little and big cards shown in the Jobbers’ 
Number above referred to. The gentlemen who had 
their preparation in charge, seem to-have been imbued 
with the spirit of the occasion, and to have risen to the 
level of their opportunities. This statement will be 
agreed to, we are sure, by any one who goes carefully 
tarough that number. 


Needed Discipline for Morocco. 


It all depends, in some cases, whether the might 
stands behind the right—especially when you are deal- 
ing with nations that cannot understand authority that 
does not visibly show the emblems of authority. 
America’s threat, made on paper, had little effect with 
that shifty individual, the Sultan of Morocco; but 
when the cruiser C/icago on her way to the far East, 
shoved her nose into the harbor of Tangier, and her 
commander sent an official intimation ashore to the 
effect that he had come around to collect that little 
bill, the Sultan once more went down into the pockets 
of his tax-payers, and the demands of America were 
satisfied. There is something quite effective in cold 
iron when put on exhibition at the right time, and in 
the right place. A few yards of red, white and blue 
flying in certain foreign harbors will hereafter have a 
quickening effect upon more than one sluggish politi- 
cal system. The warships of America are somewhat 
better known to the wo1ld over than they were a year 
and a half ago, and the respect which the foreigner 
now feels for our flag has increased mightily since the 
battles of Manila Bay and Santiago harbor have been 
written among the things of history. 

Some years ago, the less than half-civilized peoples on 
the southern shores of the Mediterranean conceived 
the idea that they could do about as they pleased with 
Americans and their ships, and the result was. that 
they were taught a lesson by the old American wooden 
navy, that they were along time forgetting. In re- 
cent years, the authorities of Morocco have been so 
conducting themselves that it is possible another 
school of discipline may have to be opened, and if it is, 
about one lesson will be enough. ‘These officials have 
made an especial point of causing annoyance to Amer- 
ican merchants who were attempting to do business in 
that country, and to local dealers who were endeavor- 
ing to introduce American goods. In more than one 
case these agents have been cast into prison, upon 
trumped-up charges. The native interpreters and 
other servants connected withthe American consulate, 
have been interfered with, in direct violation of exist- 
ing treaties. There seemst> have been a systematic 
official endeavor to prevent American goods from get- 
ting a foothold in that country. 

The State department can very profitably look into 
this question, in the interest of the producers and man- 
ufacturers of this country. 
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One Great Influence to be Reckoned With. 


There is one incidental feature connected with the 
recent great combinations of industrial capital that 
must not be overlooked or underrated in any summary 
of results. ‘There are thousands of trained and ex- 
perienced traveling men whose services have been 
summarily dispensed with, and before whom there is 
absolutely no open door for like employment. The 
sources of livelihood for these thousands are thus de- 
stroyed by one scroke, and the effect will be felt in 
more ways than one. 3 

These men have been trained from youth up in the 
sale of goods upon the road; they have made the pro- 
fession of traveling salesmen one to be respected and 
honored, and lifted it toa high level among commer- 
cial pursuits. The old time ‘‘drummer” has disap- 
peared, and a right-minuded, sober, industrious and 
thoroughly reliable traveling salesman has taken his 
place. Many of these men have grown gray in the 
service, and while they are masters of their profession, 
they are fitted for nothing else, and are too far ad- 
vanced in years to learn a new business. They find 
themselves cast out upon the world, at a time when 
they have, by industry and long acquaintance, built 
up a trade which possessed to them a substantial value 
—every dollar of which they are now deprived. 

One estimate places the number of traveling men 
whose services have been rendered needless by com- 
binations among merchants and manufacturers, at 
seventy-two thousand. When we add to these the 
heads of departments, clerks, local agents, and other 
employes who will be set free from labor by the con- 
centration of many businesses into one, there results a 
great army of intelligent men who will eagerly respond 
to any appeal directed against the agencies that have 
thrown them out of employment. The trust and the 
combination will surely enter into political considera- 
tion during the next half decade, as they never have 
before, and the united influence of the army above de. 
scribed will be thrown with its full force against them. 
They will be compelled to meet one of the most pow- 
erful and persistent attacks within political lines, that 
any form of industrial or commercial development has 
ever been compelled to face, and the issue thus raised 
will not be settled in one campaign. ‘There are many 
significant signs already upon the heavens, and many 
thoughtful men believe that only the first whisperings 
of the storm have yet been heard. 


American manufacturers made their highest record in 
foreign markets last month. The figures of the March ex- 
portations, which the Treasury Bureau of Statistics issued 
this month earlier than on any previous occasion, show that 
the March exportations of manufactures were $36,025,733, 
or more than 25 percent. in excess ef any preceding month. 
In March last year the exportations of manufactures were 
$28,214,450; in March, 1897, $25,876,861, and in March, 1896, 
$19,125,795. On only two occasions, March and December, 
1898, have the exports of a single month ever reached 
$28,000,000, while in March, 1899, they were, as already in- 
dicated, $36,025,733, an increase of 50 per cent. over those 
of the preceding month, February, 1899. 


The men-of-war of the ancient Romans had a crew of 
about two hundred and twenty-five men, of which one 
hundred and seventy-four were oarsmen working on three 
decks. The speed of these vessels was about six knots an 
hour in fair weather.— Scientific American. 
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Blame It All to the Shad. 


The New York house which failed in the receipt. of 
needed goods because of the run of shad on the New Eng- 
land coast—due to the fact that the employees dropped 
their tools and went fishing—have received a second com- 
munication from the manufacturer, based on the recital of 
his woes in the last preceding issue of Hardware. 

‘We are highly honored by Hardware,” this manufacturer 
writes, ‘‘through its acknowledgment of our exceptional 
brain power to devise such an ‘unique and original’ excuse, 
but we feel that all honor is due tothe sad, upon which we 
live from April 1 to June 15. It seems to us quite reason- 
able, that if we possess sufficient brains to offer the /eading 
excuse of the day, we possess sufficient brains, also, to offer 
the leading goods of the day, in our line,—a fact which is 
willingly acknowledged by the trade, but which remains to 
be acknowledged by Hardware before it can be called an 
axiom. 

‘*We note with pleasure that we have departed from the 
usual form of etiquette, and coined an excuse which will 
probably be added to the list of those now in common use. 
How great would be our pride, should it ever head the 
list ! 

‘‘All of this pleasure passes away quickly, however, as 
we look at the pile of unfilled orders before us, and think 
of the poor prospect of filling them. We shudder at the 
thought of all that we shall be accountable for in the world 
to come, for forcing our impatient customers to violate the 
third commandment so often and so unreservedly. We 
have on file here the literary efforts of several of your 
prominent merchants,—expressions of eloquence which 
would not look well if placed in a prayer book or hymnal. 
These expressions are pleasant reminders of the high 
esteem in which we are held at present, as well as of the 
ex-employees whose happiness and contentment are su- 
preme, at the sight of ‘the shining shad coming over the 
side of the boat in Scriptural fulness.’ 

‘‘Please deliver to Hardware our kindest regards and 
best wishes, together with the suggestion that they brush 
up a little on shad fishing before they go at it again, or, 
better still, ship the editor to us, and will give him a few 
points on shad fishing any time before June 15th, and on 
manufacturing after June 15th.”

A representative of Hardware who was passing through 
Greensboro, North Carolina, some days ago, had a very in- 
teresting conversation with C. H. Ireland, the secretary and 
treasurer of the Odell Hardware Co., one of the leading 
jobbing houses of the South. 

The correspondent had recently seen an interesting and 
suggestive article in the Charlotte Observer, in regard to 
some special rules adopted by the Odell Co., as to the em- 
ployment and regulation of help, and asked Mr. Ireland 
concerning them. 

‘¢T don’t know as our rules are different from those of 
most houses,”’ was the response, ‘‘ but we have adopted 
some that experience has shown to be of good to both our 
employees and ourselves.” 

‘*For instance ?” 

‘‘Well, there is one we have adopted and have been run- 
ning under ever since we have been in charge of the business, 
and I have no objection to saying to you that when a young 
man applies to us for a position, the first question asked of 
him is this: ‘Do you drink’? If answered in the affirma- 
tive, that closes the transaction,so far as we are concerned. 
We mean not only intoxicating liquors, but wine, beer, or 
anything else in that line. If he says he used to drink, but 
has not for some time, we investigate pretty closely as to 
the conditions that caused him to drink, and caused him to 
stop, and if there is any possibility, or at least any proba- 
bility, of his doing so again, we do not employ that young 
man. If he answers in the negative, then the question is 
with regard to his associations and habits; as to whether 
he has any vicious habits, and then as to whether he is 
addicted to the habit of profane swearing. If he is filthy 
in his conversation, and addicted to profane language, it 
ends right there. Then wetry to investigate the surround- 
ings from which hecame. We investigate as far as possible 
as to how he stood in his owncommunity. If he is a mem- 
ber of a church, we prefer it. We do not make this a nec- 
essity, but he will have to be free from all moral taint if he 
enters our employ. Our reason for this is not only to ren- 
der us safe in the character of the men we employ, but it 
protects the men themselves from unpleasant associations 
every day.” 

‘* How does it work ?”’ 

‘« Well, we have been criticised somewhat for trying to 
apply Sunday School rules to business. We do not do any- 
thing of the kind. Any man can get drunk in our employ, 
as quick as any man out of it. The only stipulation we 
make is as to the character of each man we have in our 
employ, and what he shall be while he is in our employ. If 
he wants to get drunk, all in the world he has to do is to 
come up like a decent white man and resign his position, 
and go out and wallow in the ditch like any dog, and 
he is at liberty to do so as much as if in the employ of a 
man who does not care anything about the character of his 
employees. We believe this to be the best cash register 
system that can be adopted. I have yet to see the first 
cash register system which will prevent a man from steal- 
ing if he wants to steal, and I believe the best thing that 
can be done to prevent such a thing is to get sober, honest, 
moral men, and trust to these principles rather than to de- 
tective force to keep them honest. I believe men are very 
largely affected by the associations they have. I believe 
there is many a man to-day who has gone to his grave 
loved and respected by his fellow men who, if he had been 
differently surrounded, might have been a criminal and 
dreaded by his friends and neighbors. There is many a 
man on the gallows who, if he had been placed in different 
associations, might have been a blessing to his State, city 
and business and gone to his reward after having lived a 
life of faithfulness. Believing this as I do, it is not a mat- 
ter of puritanical laws I lay down, but I believe it to be 
best for all concerned. 
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‘As to the associations of the young man. Once hay- 
ing entered our employ, we stand squarely back of him. 
We don’t propose to watch them to see whether they do 
their duty or not. We place every man on his merit and 
character, and if there is anything in him it will show in a 
little while. If there is nothing in him, we tell him frankly 
that there is no future for him here and to go intosome- 
thing else. If he is faithful and makes mistakes, we bear 
them and not the young man. We do not propose to put 
our endorsement on, and become responsible for, men to 
make mistakes, however, if they are not at their very best, 
and therefore it counterbalances itself. 

‘Another thing. Wetry to have the association of our 
young men as much as possible among themselves. The 
number we have employed here ought to furnish congen- 
ial associations for every man. We would not lay it down 
as a rule that a man should not find his associations outside 
of this establishment—he shall act as he pleases with re- 
gard to that, but we believe that as a rule a man who can’t 
find among forty-five of the best young men of the town 
associations sufficient for him, has something lacking in 
him, and as a rule they don’t stay with us.” 

‘« How about smoking ? ”’ 

‘‘The rule on that point is that no man shall smoke 
around our establishment. We do nothing of the kind our- 
selves, and we do not permit our men to doit. We advise 
every young man against it, believing it a foolish and use- 
less habit that can do no good, and we would much prefer 
that they would not doit. However, that is a matter of 
their own, and we do not undertake to control a man in 
regard to smoking a pipe, cigar or cigarette after he gets 
out of business hours, but if he was inclined to keep up the 
cigarette habit very long, I think I should have occasion to 
remonstrate with him ona habit that is calculated to lead 
him to distress and ruin. 

‘‘ We have had several cases in which men have disap- 
pointed us. They have undertaken to drink on the sly, 
and when we have found it out, we have simply given 
them their walking papers. We have discharged some of 
these, and they afterward wrote us thanking us for the 
faithful manner in which we dealt with them. We have 
also received letters from the parents of these young men 
expressing their approval of the treatment, stating that 
our kindness to their boy in discharging him brought him 
to his senses more than anything they had ever been able 
to do for him. 

‘‘This house, I suppose, has discharged between three 
hundred and three hundred and fifty young men first and 
last, and if there has been one who has gone away with ill 
feelings towards us, we have never been able to discover 
it. We do it with all kindness andin sympathy, talking to 
them plainly, and in a friendly manner, and letting them 
feel that we are the best friends they have. A great many 
of them have gone into business after they left us. They 
have always done their trading with this house. They 
have gone into other lines and departments of business. 
They have placed their influence in favor of this house 
after they quit us, so we feel that men will recognize the 
principles of justice and righteousness when applied to 
themselves as well as to somebody else who does not af- 
fect them. In other words, we believe there is as much 
an opportunity for Character Building in business as there 
is in church privileges. We don’t believe any man should 
run his business simply for the money there is in it, but 
there is something higher and better than mere money 
gaining. When we get to the point where we have to look 
upon our business as simply a money-making machine, 
but as nothing else, then we shall quit and go into some- 
thing else.” 


The charity that begins at home is often so discouraged 
that it never gets any farther.—ZAxchange. 
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The regular monthly meeting of the New England Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association was held on the evening of May 
1oth, at the United States Hotel, Boston, Mass. ; and, in 
point oc earnest and interesting discussion, was possibly 
the most productive of beneficial progress along the lines 
of expansion held since an aggressive campaign was decided 
upon. ‘Those members who hitherto have been content to 
remain passive and allow the organization to drift in the 
less profitable, if more pleasant channels of a social func- 
tion, seem now to have awakened to the necessity of 
arousing themselves from their lethargy; and evince a keen 
interest in all that tends to a stronger, more forceful, and 
more useful business association. 

Among the guests of the evening none was listened to 
with more attention than Herbert E. Jennison, of Fitch- 
burg, Mass., president of the State Association of Master 
Plumbers; whose work on organization has been particu- 
larly effective. Mr. Jennison’s speech will be found in 
part later on. Among the other speakers were Chas. C. 
Adams, president Massachusetts State Board of Trade; 
whose remarks were unfortunately much curtailed owing 
to other pressing engagements; and R. R. Williams of the 
/ron Age; who referred at some length to the means and 
ways used by the Western Hardwaremen in organization 
work, 

The resolve of the members to not wholly eradicate the 
social features of their meetings, was never more accept- 
ably evidenced than by the presence of Miss Helena 
Jacobs, Miss D. Emily Lucey, and Leslie F. Mansfield, who 
as guests of the president, furnished the music of the 
evening. Miss Lucey sang several solos; and her full clear 
soprano evoked the heartiest applause; while Miss Jacobs’ 
taste and execution as an accompanist was equally appre- 
ciated. The consensus of opinion among the members was 
that the routine of business discussion would be much 
brightened by future visits of these talented ladies. 

After an informal reception the members and guests sat 
down to dinner at 5:15 P.M. Grace was said by the Rev. 
Mr. Fisher; and during the discussion of an excellent menu, 
the minutes of the former meeting were read and approved ; 
and all preliminary business disposed of, in order to econo- 
mize time for the speakers to follow. 

Owing to the indisposition of Hiram G. Janvrin, the 
Chairman of Committees, no reports were forthcoming as 
to progress made during the month. 

The first speaker of the evening was Mr. Adams. Speak- 
ing of local associations, he said that for eighteen years 
they had been trying to accomplish one in Lowell, without 

success, until two weeks ago. Since then one had been 
formed; and so far, was working most successfully. He be- 
lieved that no town, however small, where there was more 
than one dealer, could afford to be without affiliation; both 
locally, and asa unit of the State Association. He referred 
to the benefit to be derived from a powerful State organi- 
ization; and hoped eventually to see a perfect National 
one. 

The President then introduced Mr. Jennison, who pre- 
faced his talk on organization work by saying that he had 
come largely out of curiosity to see what this body of 
Hardwaremen looked like. He said that President Parlin 
was responsible for introducing a member of a trade, par- 
ticularly referred to as ‘‘ daylight robbers.”” He did not 
know how plumbers gained such a reputation, unless they, 
themselves, had spread such stories in order to prepare 
their victims for a substantial bill. He called attention to 








the fact that plumbers were the poor men in their commu- 
nities; while, judging from the well-groomed appearance 
of the Hardwaremen present, he did not consider it neces- 
sary to form any association among them, in order to 
bolster up prices. 

The speaker then refefred to the many advantages 
already derived from the Plumbers’ League. The National 
League had already made it impossible for a jobber to sell 
direct to a consumer under any consideration. The State 
League was responsible for the State laws making sanitary 
plumbing an essential. This had resulted in the qual- 
ity of work being improved 100 per cent. since its opera- 
tion. Another good effect of association had been the 
almost total eradication of the ‘‘curbstone plumber;” an 
individual who, usually owing to poor work, found himself 
out of employment; and put in plumbing on a five per cent. 
basis, the customer guaranteeing his bill for goods with the 
jobber. 

It had been their experience that the life and soul of or- 
ganization consisted in the local affiliations. When these 
were in a good healthy condition, the State and National 
ones were bound to prosper, as there was always something 
to offer the members. All their efforts were therefore con- 
centrated upon forming thorough lecal associations. Within 
the past few weeks between two and three hundred new 
members had been enrolled. This had been accomplished 
only by putting intelligent, determined men out on the 
road; and sticking to a town until an organization had been 
effected. They had found that it paid to put out only the 
best men; and remunerate them properly. If one man 
failed in any town, send another man there, and still an- 
other if necessary. He cited one of his own experiences, 
where the first man he visited announced that he had a 
shot gun ready for any other plumber who entered his shop; 
but this man was now president of his localassociation. In 
closing Mr. Jennison called attention to the fact that plumb- 
ers and Hardwaremen carried some identical lines; and 
urged that there should bea mutual understanding between 
both on prices, in order to avoid unjust competition. This 
had already been done by the two Pittsfield, Mass., associ- 
ations; and had been found very satisfactory. 

President Parlin then read a letter from Henry R. Peir- 
son, of Pittsfield, who had been invited to be present and 
speak. While regretting his inability to attend, the writer 
took occasion to offer some suggestions. Among these 
were: 

‘*Don’t expect too much at once. Lay in a good stock 
of patience, and draw freely upon it. Don’t meet alleged 
cut prices until you have investigated the report thoroughly ; 
as in nine out of ten cases, these reports were untrue. 
Talk face to face with your competitors; and have a great 
deal of charity. Acknowledge your mistakes freely. Raise 
your prices gradually to the proper point; as high prices 
simply invite competition from the outside. Do not talk 
Associations and Trusts to your customers; as they will be 
happier in knowing nothing of such things.” 

President Parlin remarked that, however diffident Mr. 
Peirson might be about speaking, he certainly contrived to 
embody many good ideas in his letters. _ 

The next speaker was R. R. Williams, of the /ron Age. 
After some preliminary remarks, in which he referred to 
the complexity of the Hardware business which elevated it 
to the dignity of a profession, the speaker turned his atten- 
tion to the origin of the association idea; and the benefits 
to be derived therefrom. The commercial conditions were 
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constantly changing with lightning tapidity; and he must 
indeed be a shrewd man, who could forecast the changes 
for the next five years. In order to keep pace with these 
changes, it was absolutely necessary that merchants should 
get together and understand each other’s attitude. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the proper place to begin the re- 
form was at home. Each merchant should see that his 
own business methods were pure. He considered that the 
most important advantages to be gained were: 1st. Early 
closing; which was necessary in order to give the necessary 
attention to the physical and mental culture which every 
merchant owed to himself. 

2nd.—Harmony of policy; necessary to the successful 
meeting of outside competition,and 3rd.—The arrangement 
and classification of credits. The speaker quoted from 
letters received from Western Associations giving details 
as to how this was best to be accomplished. 

The President then introduced W. P. Cohoe, of Harvard 
University ; who promised to deliver a lecture on the prop- 
erties, constituents and their effects, of iron, at next 
monthly meeting. Mr. Cohoe said he would be glad to re- 
ceive any suggestions from the members as to what would 
interest them in this relation. Several questions were put; 
and will be dealt with fully in his coming lecture. 

After a vote of thanks to the visiting speakers, and to the 
ladies, who had contributed so much to the evening’s en- 
joyment, proposed by D. Fletcher Barber, the meeting 
adjourned. FreD A. CATON.

buyer. 

When my ancestor landed in New York, men lost their 
property by pirates, highwaymen, and Indians, and to-day 
we lose our property by burglars and misrepresentation, 
which is a great improvement, and this progress will con- 
tinue.

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In the growth and development of a new country the 
Hardware trade has necessarily an intimate and important 
part to play. From first to last it is designed to aid and 
supplement man’s efforts. The settler’s ax, the farmer's 
plow are all contributions of the Hardware store. From it 
came the tools and nails that set up the first homes of the 
iand. And in time, when the wealth of the individual and 
the country has its apt and material expression in beautiful 
homes and handsome public buildings, it is the Hardware 
trade which provides, in metal trimmings and finishings, 
a thousand and one contrivances that our modern stand- 
ards of luxury and convenience require. 


As might be expected of so non-committal a word, which 


only stipulates ‘‘ Lardness ” as a character of its products, 
Hardware includes a great variety of articles. These, in 
their manufacture and sale, fall naturally into certain 
groups, any one of which frequently constitutes an interest 
in itself. Domestic Hardware includes agate, tin, and iron 
utensils, and other household furnishings. Builders’ Hard- 
ware explains itself in a long line of bolts, locks, knobs and 
trimmings in addition to building staples, while tools, ag- 
ricultural implements, machinists’ supplies, cutlery and 
saddlers’ Hardware are common trade distinctions. 

The history of the Hardware industry in America is co- 
incident with the history of the United States. Americans 
are justly proud of their century and a quarter of national 
development and for the same time the annals of Hard- 
ware manufacturing are an equally creditable record of 
growth and progress. 

At the birth of the nation the industry practically did 
not exist; for the royal government, recognizing in the 
growing colonies an important outlet for English products, 
had tolerated no competition and suppressed all manufac- 
tures. Our early Hardware was therefore imported, and 
for the most part of English make, the mother country 
continuing to be the principal source of supply throughout 
the colonial period. With independence came the begin- 
nings of Hardware manufacturing, which, ifsmall,were at 
any rate prompt and significant. Soon the war of 1812, 
emphasizing the separation from England, and throwing 
the people on their own resources, gave a great impetus to 
all manufacturing interests. But American Hardware ina 
differential and distinctive sense dates from about 1840, 
when the struggling American manufacturer began to get 
a foothold. Gradually the superiority and more attractive 
appearance of his goods were recognized and the foreign 
article supplanted. To-day we not only satisfy the home 
needs, but have an export trade which has more than 
doubled in the last decade. American tools especially 
are invading every market in the world, while England and 
Germany have been forced to concede America’s ability to 
maintain her place in the ever-increasing competitive 
struggle in the exportation of Hardware products. 

Not figures alone show the marvelous spread of Ameri- 
can goods—you may hear a cow bell in the Swiss Alps 
that was made in Connecticut, and many a machete re- 
turned this summer to its native land as a grim souvenir 
of battle. For the machete, which attained such promi- 
nence and had such a deadly sound in the newspaper re-

ports of our late war with Spain, has, under its less dan- 
gerous English title ‘‘cane knife,” long figured largely in 
the invoices of our Cuban trade. American missionaries 
have carried American goods to strange places and per- 
haps opened up future markets for our tools and imple- 
ments; but what has made American Hardware a familiar 
term the world over is not alone the ambition and enter- 
prise of the American merchant. It is the genius of the 
American mechanic and inventor. 

The common nail offers a characteristic and striking 
illustration. There were nails before Columbus was born, 
for nail making is one of the oldest of the handicraft arts, 
but the art of mechanical nail-making is conceded to be 
American in both its origin and development. 

The nails the colonists brought over were handwrought 
and necessarily scarce and expensive, as were all articles 
of manufactured iron. In the early days of Maryland and 
Virginia, people burned their abandoned houses for the 
sake of recovering the nails in the ashes; while in the 
rougher types of buildings, the undressed logs were held 
together by wooden pins. In New England the thrifty 
agricultural population turned to nail making by the fire- 
side in the long winter. . 

Soon, however, in the rapidly developing country, where 
there were sO many wooden structures to be erected, 
cheap nails became the crying need. Under so impera- 
tive a stimulus a machine was invented designed to cut in 
one process a complete nail from an iron plate. This was 
a momentous beginning. A series of patents extending 
from 1775 to 1834 developed a high degree of efficiency in 
nail-making machinery, and, by numerous stages, per- 
fected the process whose product is universally and tech- 
nically known as the American cut nail. Truly ‘‘ the great 
glory of the Americans is in their contrivances,” and no 
one achievement of American inventors has greater prac- 
tical value or has contributed more directly to progress 
than this one little Hardware unit. 

For nearly a hundred years the American nail has been 
alone in the field. Gradually, in the manufacture of nails 
as in every department of Hardware, steel is supplanting 
iron, and within the last decade the cut nail has found a 
rival in the wire nail of French extraction. Many millions 
of kegs of this nail are now turned out annually by our 
factories, and it is undoubtedly the nail of the future. But 
it was the American cut nail which, answering the cry of 
necessity, played its important if humble part in the 
‘‘upbuilding” of the nation and is a proud and consistent 
illustration of Hardware development in the United States. 

The statistics of a trade which caters to the necessities 
rather than to the luxuries of life show as nothing else the 
marvelous consumptive capacity of this country. Few can 
realize that it takes annually more than a hundred million 
tire bolts to keep the wheels of the country going or of 
iron screws about two and a half billion to keep things to- 
gether. 

The burden of the distribution of these millions rests on 
the Hardware jobber, a middleman peculiar to American 
business methods, who carries for the convenience of the 
smaller merchant a stock which is the accumulation of 
many factories. Other centers handle their products di- 
rect from factory to retail shop; but with us the great 
distances which separate the local dealer from the indus- 
trial centers have made the Hardware jobber a necessity. 

The locations of these jobbers become known as centers 
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of distribution. The centers of a Hardware distribution 
in the United States show a firm westward tendency. In 
the days of imported Hardware the seaport cities were the 
distributing points which forwarded the Hardware to the 
whole country, but, with the natural spread of population, 
and the improved facilities in transportation, the centers 
of distribution have moved steadily westward and are now 
represented in the middle West. 

In opposition, however, to this progressive westward 
movement of the distributing centers, the centers of indus- 
try for the Hardware trade remain stationary, and now 
as always, its great manufacturing interests are concen- 
trated in the Northeast, where environment and heredity 
combirme to produce a population adapted to the conditions 
of hanical labor. Certain localities supply their own 
specialized needs; California, though not a manufacturing 
State, makes the canners’ tools which prepare for market 
products of her orchards and fruit farms. The Northwest 
makes for use in its own grain tracts reaping and harvest- 
ing machines. Pennsylvania converts much of her own 
iron and steel into tools and heavy Hardware before it 
leaves her borders and has become avery important factor 
in Hardware production. 

But, generally speaking, the industrial centers for the 
Hardware interest are and will remain in the New England 
and neighboring States. Manufacturers are obliged to 
establish their works where they can command skilled la- 
bor, and so, though the growth and expansion of the coun- 
try may take the consumer farther and farther from the 
source of supply, the industrial center must change so 
slowly, if at all, that the future of the jobber is assured. 

The Hardware jobber or merchant, in addition to his 
ability to handle many thousands of tons of varied pro- 
ducts, must also be past master of the mysteries of Hard- 
ware price-making. For in its system of lists and discounts 
the Hardware trade has a method of business peculiar to 
itself; a manufacturers’ list price being by no means a sell- 
ing price, but rather the commonly accepted valuation 
showing relative costs for various sizes and grades of 
goods. All Hardware manufacturers use the same un- 
varying list prices on standard goods, and then from these 
list prices selling prices are quoted by means of a system 
of discounts. Forexample: The ordinary tack which in 
4, 6and 8-ounce sizes lists at $1.45, $1.55 or $1.65 per dozen 
papers, will perhaps be sold ‘‘go0, 15 and 10” off, till the 
actual selling price is only a few cents. Many influences 
have been at work to reduce this established list price to 
its anomalous position, but it seems an unaccountable 
mystery to all but the initiated. 

Undoubtedly when originally established this list value 
was the market value, so the widening gulf between list 
and selling price shows the great diminution in value of 
all Hardware products. Ido not refer to a temporary re- 
duction due to competition and depressed conditions of 
trade generally, but to a gradual lessening in cost which 
the years have brought about, the natural and desired re- 
sult of cheaper material and improved appliances and 
processes. 

The basis of Hardware is principally iron and steel, and 
the value of the manufactured product bears a direct ra- 
tio to the cost of its constituent material. Hence,with the 
development of the great mineral resources of the country, 
resulting in increased production of iron and steel and 
consequent decrease in their values, there has been a cor- 
responding decrease in Hardware values. American iron 
and steel now compete successfully in the great markets 
of the world and will eventually give American Hardware, 
in its manifold forms, a commanding position in the same 
markets. 

Further, it can be said of Americans that they are es- 
sentially a machinery-using nation, and in no department 
of industry has this triumph of machine over man been 
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more marked or conducive to more important economic 
results than in the manufacture of Hardware. 

It has been a long step these hundred and twenty-five 
years between the patient home nail-maker and the modern 
nail-cutting machine with its capacity of one hundred to a 
thousand nails a minute. American impatience and push 
have accomplished this and many equally valuable labor- 
saving devices which have been gladly adopted by the 
American people. Serious riots have followed the intro- 
duction of machine power in some ofthe overcrowded man- 
ufacturing centers of old England, but it is characteristic 
of Americans of all classes to accept eagerly the latest 
thing. 

The machinery of the Hardware factory has steadily ad- 
vanced in simplicity of form or function and economy of 
production. There are in common use to-day in the screw 
factories of Ohio and Connecticut machines that can turn 
out a perfect screw, thread, head and slot in one process— 
which obviously means a cheaper article than ever before. 
And this is typical of the progress in all branches of Hard- 
ware manufacture; so that as regards Hardware generally 
and American Hardware in particular, the necessary re- 
sult of the cheapening of its two great factors of produc- 
tion, method and material, has been a great reduction in 
cost. 

The manufacture of Hardware involves large and com- 
plete factories, and all Hardware nowadays is the product 
of factory work. Yet there is no such thing in reality as 
a ‘‘ Hardware factory.”’ It exists only as a.convenient de- 
scriptive term. For Hardware is a broad word, and so 
great is the number and variety of articles included that 
no one factory scheme, however comprehensive, could 
possibly absorb them all. A detailed management is the 
only feasible one, and not infrequently each object must 
be made the basis of distinct manufacture. And so for 
greater facility in production we find great plants devoted 
to the manufacture of agate ware, tools, or builders’ Hard- 
ware, or content with the single product of drills, screws 
or files. 

Naturally the equipment and methods of manufacture 
vary with the product. Hand tools, not exacting great 
power or complicated machinery, are small job work; 
while machinists’ supplies, representing the highest class 
of machine work, are made in the most modern and best- 
equipped factories inthe world. It is for the manufacture 
of light Hardware and builders’ Hardware that we find the 
largest and best organized factories, employing the great- 
est number of hands. 

This tendency to specialization in Hardware manufac- 
turing, which after all is the tendency of the age in every- 
thing, leads ever to greater improvement in the quality 
and quantity of the article produced. In its working it 
trains up a class of skilled workmen, really intelligent ma- 
chinists, ever on the alert to the possibility of some im- 
provement in the processes and products they know so 
intimately. Many a Hardware factory to-day is working 
patents taken out in the name of its foreman or even a 
man in the ranks. 

Our cheap and accessible patent system stimulates every 
form of improvement. Hardware people have had early 
and continued advantage of its benefits, since the files of 
the United States Patent Office record many a triumph of 
the Hardware inventor and manufacturer. The first pat- 
ent, though it included much besides, protected the manu- 
facture of ‘‘scythes and edged tools,”.and to this day the 
best saws are made in America. Also the first steam pow- 
er applied to manufacturing purposes was tried in a Hard- 
ware factory of New Britain, Conn. Each succeeding year 
has contributed to the number of useful articles covered 
by the term Hardware till the reports of the United States 
Patent Office constitute the most complete catalogue of 
Hardware in existence. 
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This technical catalogue of Uncle Sam’s, though a 
splendid tribute to the American Hardware manufacturer, 
is not, however, the one on which he relies to advertise 
and exploit his goods to the ,trade. Periodically the big 
manufacturers and merchants get out a classified catalogue 
of their stuff; a catalogue which has grown from a modest 
circular to a magnificent volume of over a thousand pages, 
substantially bound and handsomely illustrated with cuts 
and half tones. ‘These are freely distributed, so that each 
Hardware dealer accumulates a valuable trade library, 
which indicates the range and possibilities of his business. 
An examination of these catalogues reveals not only in 
themselves but in the articles they describe, the great 
artistic improvement in Hardware of recent years. 

Most espeeially is this shown in the department of build- 
ers’ Hardware. There the nineteenth century has not 
alone been a century of mechanical progress, for the de- 
signs for the ‘‘trim” and ‘‘ finish” of buildings have kept 
abreast with the changes and improvements in architec- 
ture. American architects demand the newest and best 
in this department of Hardware, and it may be said to be 
an essentially American branch of the trade, since there is 
no market outside of the United States for its finest goods. 

With us different styles of treatment must each be ac- 
companied by suitable Hardware, whose design, execution 
and finish are of the best. The presenf prevalence of the 
french school of architecture, due doubtless to the train- 
ing of our younger men at the Ecole de Beaux Arts, is re- 
flected in ‘‘ Touraine,” ‘* Marie Antoinette” and ‘‘ Louis 
XVI” designs for door and window fittings. Not infre- 
quently, when special effects are desired, the architect de- 
signs Hardware as well as house, and the result is in the 
highest degree artistic and suitable. 

The admirable quality of American builders’ Hardware 
is well illustrated in the American door lock of the better 
class. Its knob and escutcheon lend themselves to the 
most elaborate treatment. Its mechanism is highly effi- 
cient, so that it combines both scientific and artistic 
excellence. 

Perhaps when all is said no Hardware device adds more 
to the comfort and security of every-day life than the 
various ‘contrivances for keeping the wrong person out. 
And in the development of locks American inventors have 
again an honorable share. 

Our forefathers were a sturdy race, but I know they 
could not carry ten or twelve keys on their person, as 
most men do to-day. Yet the modern steel lock, with its 
flat little key, offers much greater resistance to the lock- 
picking fraternity than did its clumsy iron progenitor of 
two and three times its size. The American lock is re- 
markable even in these days for the smallness of its key. 
Also American in their origin are time locks for safes, 
where a clock is so combined with the mechanism of the 
lock that it can only be opened at specified hours, when 
the clock releases certain bolts and enables the key to do 
its work. Another interesting development in modern 
scientific lock making is the making for hotels and institu- 
tions of a large number of locks in sets so arranged that 
while the key of one will not open any of the others, yet 
there is one key, the master key or pass key, which will 
open all. 

In the manufacture of locks the parts are made by ma- 
chinery and put together and finished by hand, by a sys- 
tem of piece work where the workman, working under 
factory supervision, is paid at a fixed price per finished 
lock. 

So much science and art go into the modern lock that it 
is in this department of Hardware manufacture that what 
political economists call economy of production is great- 
est. That is, here the value of the product more than 
triples the value of the constituent material, whereas in 
the heavier and coarser grades of Hardware the first cost 
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rarely exceeds twice the cost of the iron or steel con- 
sumed. 

As to the condition of labor in Hardware manufacturing, 
it is estimated that the man who works in a Hardware fac- 
tory, though he handles from 6000 to 10,000 pounds a 
year, has’ nevertheless a safe, healthful trade and good 
wages; wages, which in America are fifty per cent. higher 
than for the corresponding grade of work in the older 
countries. His work is usually in some rural neighborhood 
or smaller city, where his family can be comfortably 
housed at moderate cost, and in the lighter work of the 
factory, in tending small machines, and especially in the 
packing room, there is work for his daughters. With the 
great improvement in the mechanical part of manufactur- 
ing the work of packing becomes relatively more import- 
ant. Besides everything must be neatly and attractively 
put up for sale nowadays, so that in some of the big, mod- 
ern factories,equipped with the latest labor-saving devices, 
from fifteen to twenty per cent. of the number of hands 
are employed ih the packing room. In this there is a large 
and congenial field for women workers, though, except on 
the clerical and office force, women have a smailer opening 
in Hardware than in almost any other trade. 

The Hardware trade is one of the world’s great indus- 
tries and takes prominent rank in the United States. Rich 
and poor alike require its products, so no town lacks its 
general Hardware store. In the making and handling of 
its goods it is a means of livelihood for thousands of Amer- 
ican bread-winners. Its factories, with their large num- 
ber of operatives, support half the population of some 
New England towns. Its drummers are to be found on 
every train, and there are Hardware merchants who do an 
annual business of over ten millions of dollars and conduct 
great establishments unequalled for size and complete- 
ness. The foundations of some of the big fortunes of the 
country were laid in Hardware; fortunes made great, how- 
ever, by land and railroad investments. The extent of 
the Hardware trade in this country is shown not alone by 
the value of its output, which approaches the fifty million 
mark, or the number of people it engages, but manifests 
itself in the number of journals and associations which 
bear its name. There is more than one exclusively Hard- 
ware publication, and what is probably the ablest and best 
of all trade journals is devoted to the interest of the Hard- 
ware trade in the United States. 

In addition to many local clubs,the Hardware trade has a 
national association, comprised of Hardwaremen from 
nearly every State, at whose annual dinner there is always 
a hearty toast to American Hardware.

It is very sim- 
ple and effective, and its principal feature lies in the fact 
that it is self-adjusting. It is so built that one set screw 
adjusts both bearings, and when properly adjusted, is 
kept so by a simple spring device which automatically 
takes up all the lost motion in both bearings occasioned by 
wear. There is, therefore, practically no lost motion in 
the bearings. When the bearings need adjusting it can 
be done quickly ; that the adjustment is automatic, which 
when once properly set needs no attention from the opera- 
tor for a long time; that the bearing compensates for wear 
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and secures a journal that is always free from lost motion, 
and prevents the revolving knives dropping down upon the 
lower knife; it does not require an expert to adjust the 
machine.

REVIEW OF THE MARKETS. 


Hardware: The same reports as to trade conditions come 
in from all parts of the country. Sales are better than in 
May last, says Davenport. Business is good, says Minne- 
apolis. Trade continues good, says Portland. There is no 
lull in trade, adds Cleveland. Orders are coming in as 
fast as we can take care of them, is the report from Chi- 
cago. We are too busy to write, says the man at Columbus. 
Trade is good, is the verdict of Pittsburg. The volume of 
trade holds up, says the man from Kansas City. And soit 
goes all over the country. While all these leading jobbers 
report themselves busy, there comes also the gratifying 
announcement that there is little cutting of rates, and that 
the dealers seem inclined to get what they can out of the 
advances, and not pass it along to another. Here in the 
East, at least, they are working in closer harmony than 
ever before, and in New York City the newly-formed local 
association must certainly have a good effect in this direc- 
tion. 

‘l’‘he rush toward combination is not quite so violent as it 
was, but the full rush of the tide has not yet been reached. 
The promotors are very busy, endeavoring to bring various 
interests together, but the public at large does not seem 
quite so enthusiastic as of old. 

Advances in prices still go on, and the pricesof raw ma- 
terial go up. The increase of our export trade, and other 
indications, show that these prosperous days are something 
more than a mere boom. The careful man endeavors to 
take advantage of all his opportunities, but does not feel 
inclined to go insane, and rush in with his eyes shut. 
There are plenty of legitimate chances, without tying up 
to balloons. 

Wire Nails: No change in these goods has been made since 
our last report, so that present quotations are as follows: f. o.

Terms sixty days, or 2 per cent. discount for cash in ten 
days; ground, 65 per cent. discount; unground, 70 per 
cent. 

Double-Pointed Tacks: The manufacturers of double-point- 
ed tacks have made an advance on these goods, which are 
now quoted in small lots at a discount of 90&5 per cent. 
and in bulk at a discount of 80&10 per cent. It is surmised 
that quite an abundance of these goods is still in the hands 
of the jobbers. 

Carriage Bolts, Machine Bolts, etc.: There is difficulty in 
obtaining goods in these lines, and the market is therefore 
held very firm, the recent advances made in these lines be- 
ing maintained. 

Enterprise Sad Irons: The Enterprise Mfg. Co. of Pa., 
Philadelphia, announce under date of May 22d, that their 
discounts are 20,5 & 5, instead of 30 & 5, as heretofore 
quoted. 

Potts’ Irons: W. H. Jacobus, No. 90 Chambers Street, 
New York, announce the following changes in prices of 
‘*Potts’”’ Irons, either japanned or tinned tops. Nos. 50, 
55, 60, 65, per set, 77, 72, 81, 76 cents. Orders for 120 sets 
are subject to a rebate of five cents per set, and freight 
allowance. Small orders are shipped f.o.b. factory. 

Linseed Oil: Dean Linseed Oil Co., under date of May 19: 
In lots less than 5 barrels, 44 cents per gallon; in lots of 5 
barrels or more, 43 cents per gallon. The five-barrel price 
only applies to deliveries of that quantity at one time. 
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Boiled linseed oil, 2 cents per gallon higher thanraw. Cal- 
cutta oil, 58 cents per gallon. 


THE PORTLAND TRADE. 

Trade in Northern New England continues good, al- 
though collections are very slow. The retailers have 
evidently made up their minds that the present conditions 

re sure to exist for a long time to come, and that prices 
ire as low as they will be, at least in 1899. 

When the advances in raw material are considered, we 
think most of the manufacturers are very conservative in 
the amount of advance they are asking on their goods. 

We think it is the part of wisdom for both jobbers and 
retailers to put their usual legitimate profits on the costs 
of the goods they are selling, based on to-day’s market; 
otherwise if they give away the advantage they now have, 
they may be caught and lose the legitimate returns that 
shouldcometothem. If the jobber has to stand the de- 
clining market and base his prices on costs that have de- 
preciated, he certainly should take advantage of every 
advancing market, to keep even. 

Prices in New England are well maintained, and we do 
not hear of any serious cutting.

The plant of the Sylvan Steel Co. has been acquired by 
the Republic Iron & Steel Co. The in@ications are that it 
will continue to be operated. We sincerely hope and trust 
it will.

Hardware. 

Collections have been quite good the past thirty days, 
and orders for goods are coming to us about as fast as we 
can take care of them and give satisfaction by making 
prompt shipments.

THE KANSAS CITY TRADE. 

The volume of trade holds up very well indeed. We are 
busier than we anticipated. Collections are fair. Very 
cool weather has greatly helped us in wire cloth and screen 
door stringency. 

We are now in fairly good shape along these lines, and 
with the possible exception of one direct carload shipment 
of doors, we will fare better really than last year. 

Our customers have learned that few of our competitors 
have been better fixed than we were for wire cloth, etc., 
and as a consequence largely quit their howling. How 
strange it is that the average customer who wants a thing 
very badly, when it is scarce, long before he needs it, can 
tell you that so and so have had their goods six weeks,etc., 
when you personally know better in some cases, and doubt 
it seriously in others. Thus it is that the average customer 
‘‘swipes”” the wholesaler, and threatens to buy on the 
‘‘open market” and ‘‘charge you back the difference,”

etc., even without the semblance of equity, legality or 
good sense in his bluster. : 

The winter wheat crop is lighter this year than for two 
years past in Kansas, but this will be more than compen- 
sated in the largest apple crop ever grown.

One good feature, in a bad sense, 
about the ‘‘trust price” is that the merchant can add 
more than his increased cost if he wants it, and simply lay 
it to the ‘‘ trust.” And then the other fellow he will ‘‘ lay” 
for the trust, and later on you may look for something to 
be hatched out. 

We have had a very cool spring and possibly a cool sum- 
mer is ahead of us, but politically speaking we believe in 
an ‘‘allfired ’’ hot hereafter. 

In a general way we may mention that prices are very 
steady. Not every one has advanced to the high top 
notch prices we find, because large unfilled contracts will 
have their influence and the less fortunate jobber must suf- 
fer some from’ these things. And our opinion is thatin a 
general way jobbers must be governed by such conditions. 
To undertake to ignore them is folly, no matter how much 
disposed one would be to avail themselves of the better 
prices one would like to obtain.

We are too busy to write Hardware letters. We are 
busy filling orders with goods that we can get, and spend 
considerable time writing our customers explaining why 
we cannot ship certain goods, but they keep after us just 
the same, insisting that we ship goods that we haven’t got 
and cannot get. We like plenty of orders, but when we 
haven't the goods it is enough to drive a man to drink 
(water). Manufacturers make promises only to be broken 
and claim they cannot get material. It looks as though 
orders were booked by manufacturers for goods now in 
season, and the ore to make the iron from is still in the 
everlasting hills. We are in no worse shape than our com- 
petitors, and on some goods not as badly off as some job- 
bers. Only a few days ago a dealer said he had an order 
out for wire cloth that was given November last, and he 
had not received a single roll yet. It was acold day, but 
he was plenty warm enough without a fire; and the jobber 
who had the order was simply roasted alive. It is certain- 
ly a very unfortunate condition in which the trade finds 
itself on certain goods, but there seems to be no remedy. 
Lawns used to be mowed with scythes, and can be mowed 
that way again, if necessary, or they might borrow a cow 
and turn her in and let her mow the lawn and trim up the 
‘‘posies.”” They would be sure of ‘‘two-lips” as long as 
the cow was there at any rate. There are strong indica- 
tions of goods advancing where they are not already ad- 
vanced. Business is good and collections improved.
